The bill approved Wednesday, simi- 
lar to one defeated by the Holise last 
May, Is siqiported by President 
Reagan and m^ religious groups

permitted organized prayer in public 
schools. 

The bill Is Intended to give student 
religious groups equal opportunity to 
use school facilities during non-class 
hours, if the building also Is available 
for other extra currioilar groups. 

In late efforts to fashion a widely 
acceptable proposal, the measure was 
broadened to prohibit schools from 
barring a student meeting on the basis 
of "religious, political, philosc^cal 
or other content of the q)eech."
